NKVABA ANO PROSFKKITY. 


Nevada has an area of 110,700 square 


miles, or 70,848,000 acres. la tbo ten 
years from 1880 to 1890 the loss in 
popalation, according to the United 
States census, was 16,505. This loss is 
attributed eolely to the decline in 
mining, coased by the demonetization 
of silver. Before the decline in the 
price of silver the total assessment, in- 
oluding the tax on the net proceeds of 
mines, amounted to nearly $54,000,000. 
The assessed value of real estate in 
those days, though there was not so 
much land under cultivation as at 
present, was higher than it is now, and 
the assessed value of personal property 
in 1872 was considerably more than 
twice as much as in 1896. The mines 
o! Austin, Belmont, Eureka, Hamilton, 
Pioche, Paradise Valley, Unionville, 
Silver City, Virginia City, Esmerulda 
and other places furnished a home 
market and good prices for all the 
products of the farm and the dairy, 
and leal estate was more valuable 
than it is to-day. In 1890, according to 
the reports of the County Assesors on 
file in the office of the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, 
there was in the State 8,873 


cows, 7,172 beef cattle, 124,817 stock 
cattle, and 291,236 sheep and lambs. In 
1896, according to tho same reports, 
there were 6,953 cows, 9,278 beef cattle, 
115,162 stock cattle, and 975,949 sheep 
and lambs. In 1890 the wool product 
was 1,579,800 
pounds; in 1896 the 


wool product was 2,814,000 pounds. 
There WRS a decrease of 9,675 in beef 
cattle since 1890, and an increase in the 
number of sheep and lambs of 84,713 in 
that time, showing that sheep have in- 
creased, notwithstanding the low price 
of wool, while stock cattle have de- 
creased in the last six years. The 
assessed value of real estate was also a 
little more in 1890 than in 1896, though 
it is not supposed to be affected by the 
tariff. 


It is asserted by many stockmen 


that the range is now stocked to its 
fall capacity, and that a dry season 
similar to that of 1889-90 will cause a 
loss of stock. If this assertion is well 
founded there cannot, under existing 
conditions, bo any material increase in 
the sheep or woolgrowing industry 
without a corresponding decrease in 
the cattle business. More land must, 
therefore, be reclaimed from the arid 
region before there can be any material 
increase in the general prosperity of 
Nevada, if we rely exclusively on the 
agricultural and grazing resources 
nf 
the 
State. 
It 
is, 
there- 


fore, apparent 
to 
everybody that 


the mining resources of tho State 
must be developed to insure general 
prosperity. 
We have inexhaustible 


mining resources, the rnostgeneial and 
extensive of which are go'd and silvei 
mines. lu natuie gold and silver are 
inseparable. 
Those metals have an 


affinity tor each other and are invar- 
iably found in combination m the 
ground. 
In Nevada as a general rule 


silver predominates and with few ex- 
ceptions the mines will not pay at the 
present low price of silver. 
Many of 


the mines are not rich enough in gold 
to pay for working them, but with sil- 
vsr at its coinage value hundreds of 
mines in the State, which ure now 
closed, could be profitably worked. 
Why then, should any resident of Ne- 
vada, no matter what business he is 
engaged in, object to the remonetiza- 
tion of silver and vote for a party that 
is opposed to it ? 
Should not every 


nian in the State, whethei engaged in 
woolgrowing, in cattlo raising, in pro- 
ducing wheat, potatoes, hay or onions, 
farmer, mechanic or laborer, by voice 
and vote do all in his power for the 
party that is pledged to restore silver 
to Ha historic place as a money metal T 


IT is wonderfully strange how ener- 


getically the gold press of the coun- 
try to convince the people that W. J. 
Bryan is a man to be turned down. 
For weeks the railroad pass chestnut 
has been cracked over and over from 
one side of the country to the other 
and has been a sweet morsel for the 
goldbngs to roll under their tongues 
and they appear reluctant to give it 
up for fear they will have nothing else 
to talk about. If Bryan is not even a 
Presidential possibility in 1900, as 
some of the gold papers claim, then 
why make all of this rumpus. The 
truth is, however, that Bryan has the 
best of an? argument his political 
enemies are able to offer and they can 
only resort to the misrepresentations, 
contemptible misleading assertions that 
have been published and republished 
the past few -veaks. This has been the 
policy of the goldbugs ever since the 
nomination of Biynu at the Chicago 
convention. They could not attack his 
record or character, or even the cause 
ho represents, with any substantial 
argument, but are compelled lo hunt 
for some trivial transaction in which 
his cousins, business partner or some 
other such person v, as engaged in ten 
or fifteen years ago.

At New Orleans twenty-six cases of 


fever have been reponed by the Board 
of Health, and the fact that all are 
adults ia considered an unfavorable 
condition. 


Seven casos of yellow fever were re- 


ported at Mobile by the Government 
expert, and the people have been ad- 
vised to leave the city at once if they 
desired to leave at all. 


The work of collecting evidence for 


the inquest at Hazelton, Pa., against 
Sheriff Marlin and deputies for shoot- 
ing down strikers, is being prosecuted 
with gaeat energy by the striking min- 
ers and others, 


The city of Jackson, Miss., is sur- 


rounded by an armed guard on account 
of the yellow fever scare, and all cei- 
sons entering are closely questioned 
and examined. At Edwards, twenty 
miles from Jackson, thirty-five cases of 
the fever have developed. 


The overdue steamer Excelsior from 


St. Michaels arrived at San Francisco 
yesterday with sixty-three passengers 
and about $2,500,000 in gold. 
All of 


the passengers unite in confirming the 
stories of the great danger of impend- 
ing famine at Dawson City. 


Owen Ziegler of Philadelphia was 


awarded the decision over Eddie Con- 
nelly of New Brunswick in a a 20-ronnd 
mill at San Francisco. Dick case was 
given the decision after a six-round 
fight with Billy Elmer. The latter 
lost his head after this round and the 
fight was stopped. 


The National Silver camp meeting at 


Springfield, O., opened yesterday and 
will continue a week. 
A number of 


speakers of note addressed the assem- 
blage. 
A large tent has been erected 


on the fair grounds with a seating 
capacity of f.OOO and 20,000 people can 
be accommodated. 


There is great excitement in the 


South over the breaking out of the 
yellow fever, and towns and cities 
adjacent to places where cases have 
been discovered are greatly alarmed. 
The fact, also, that within twenty-four 
hoars nearly one hundred oases have 
been reported in various places has 
caused almost a panic.

stamps which have been advertised for 
some time have been sold for $10,000 to 
u. Hamburg firm, That is so much clear 
gain for Peru, although it was a terri- 
ble drop in prices. The lot consists of 
•1,313,500 stamps, 1,193 cards and 43,- 
291 envelopes, the combined face value 
being $421,410 


Something of a scandal has developed 


in New Orleans in connection with the 
sale of the judicial stamps used in all 
legal transactions conceived and exe- 
cuted in that city. It is reported that a 
large quantity of the stamps have b,een 
stolen, and the figures given in this lat- 
ter connection make it appear that the 
amount of the peculation will exceed 
$150,000.
